3. That the Militia of the City of Lozdor, and 
the Committee of the ſame, may conſiſt of ſuch 
perſons,8 ſpeedily be returned into thoſe hands, 
who formerly during the worſt of times, have 
therein given large Teſtimonies of their fidelity 
co the Parliament and Kingdome: which beſides 
the reall ſecurity, will be to the Parliament and 
Kingdome in preventing of dangers repreparing 
towards a new Warre, would conduce fo much 
to the remooving of jealouſtes, and give ſuch a 
ground of confidence to the Army, as that wee 
might the better diſpoſe it to larger Quarters in 
ſeverall parts, forthe caſe of the Countrey.

And wee ſhould willingly have been filent 
(as tothis: ) but conſidering the juſt jealoufies which 
lye againſt ſome perſons, now authorized in the ex- 
erciſe of that power amongſt you, and thoﬀ attempts 
which have bin-made by ſome,who would have engaged 
your City, toa Warre, had not your Lordſhips and 
the Court of Aldermen and Common-Councell , by 
your wiſdome prevented it , by geting thoſe Vores 
which were paſſed by the Milicia, made Null 55 Wee 
cannot in a caſe of this importance but deale freely 
with you , indefiring your concurrence with ours to 
the Parliament ; that the Militia may be changed into
